ACTRESS, FOUND DEAD 


in Automobile Parked 
Near Her Cafe—Police In- 
quiry Under Way. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Dec. 16. 
Thelma Todd, blende comedienne 
of the movies, was found dead to-| 
day in her automobile near the cafe | 
in which she was a partner on the 
Roosevelt Coast Highway, severa 
miles north of Santa Monica. -The 
discovery was made by friends. 

Detective Lieutenant A. S. Roselli, 
who was at the scene, said Miss 
Todd apparently died from natural 
causes, but that the police were in- 
vestigating and had ordered her 
body .aken ot the morgue for ex- 
amination to determine the cause -f 
death. They found the body in the 
automobile which was parked be- 
hind her residence in the rear of 
the cafe. 

Miss Todd was clad in a fur coat 
and had cn a pink party dress. She

was slumped back in the front seat 


of the car. 
The car windows and the garage 


door were partly open, police said, 


precluding the possibility of carbon 


monoxide poisoning. 

Miss Todd was a native of Mas- 
ro on She entered the movies 
several years ago by the beauty 
contest route while she was a 
schoolteacher in Lowell, Mass. 

Early in March. she reported to 
police that she had received a note 
from Long Island, N. Y., which 
read: 
in New York by March 5 and live. 
If not our San Francisco boys will 
lay you out. This is no joke.” Ly- 
man, an orchestra leader, expressed 
amazement to the use of his name. 
She remained in seclusion under 
guard for several days while  po- 
lice and Federal agents’ investi- 
gated. 

Threats to “blow up” her cafe 
were conthined in one note. Two 
arrests were made by Government 
agents in New York. Edward 
Schiffert, 26 years old, one of those 
arrested, was committed to Belle- 
vue Hospital as criminally insane 
on Nov. 7 last. Another suspect, 
Harry Schumanski, 34, is under in- 
dictment. 

She received the first of the 
threatening notes a few days after 
she had divorced Pasquale de Cicco, 
theatrical agent. She had eloped 
to Prescott, Ariz., with him in July, 
1932. She charged incompatibility 
and extreme quelty. 

A year ago she opened “Thelma 
Todd’s Sidewalk Cafe” on the high- 
way. It was a rendexvous for mo- 
vie’ folk.

16.)—Fifteen Italian airplanes 
rained bombs and bullets today on 
the town of Neghelli, source of sup- 
plies of the rear guard of Ras Desta 
Demtu’s Ethiopian army. 
Although pilots reported heavy 
damage was visible, the number of 
fatalities was not estimated. 
The Ethiopians replied with fire 

' from their anti-aircraft guns and 
machine guns. 
One Italian plane was struck, but 
returned safely to its base at Lugh, 
in Italian Somaliland, a short dis- 
tance over the boundary from Dolo, 
after its 500-mile foray. 
The attack was designed to cut 
‘off supplies and reinforcements for 
Ras Desta’s army, which was re- 
ported making ready for its first 
vigorous offensive 30 miles from 
Dolo. 
The pilots brought word the Ethi- 
opians were rapidly learning how to 
defend themselves against air raids. 
They were said to have aban- 
doned the massed marches which 
their ancestors favored and to have 
substituted the tactics of American 
Indians. The Italian aviators said 
Ras Desta’s men were traveling in

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The 
amended Agricultural Adjustment 
Act was denounced as unconstitu- 
tional before the Supreme Court to- 
day.by counsel for eight Louisiana 
rice millers. Marking the third 
case in which New Deal farm pol- 


icy has been argued in the Supreme 
Court, the millers were appealing 
from the refusal of lower courts to 
enjoin the collection of processing 
taxes. 

Frank J. Wideman, Assistant At- 
torney-General, sat ready to reply 
that the legislation was right and 
proper. 

The first speaker was John P. 
Bullington, Houston (Tex.) attorney 
for the millers. After reviewing 
the history of the case, he contend- 
ed the satutory bar to granting in- 
junctjons against taxes did not ap- 
ply to the processing levies as they 
were not “taxes,” but “illegal exac- 
tions.” 

Questioned by Justices. 

The Government contends these 
levies are taxes and the rice millers 
should “pay first and litigate later.’ 
Bullington said they could not 
prove the levies had not been 
passed to others. He referred toa 
provision of the amended act re- 
quiring that before any money 
oculd be recovered. 

Chief. Jsutice Hughes asked him 
to read the text of that provision. 
Bullington did so. 

“This is utterly incapable of fac- 
tual proof,” Bullington added, “no 
one has ever been able to prove 
which part of the tax has been 
passed on.” 

Justice Brandeis asked “if 
would be any more difficult 
rice than o¥her commodities.”

Did Not Keep Invoices and Cancelled Checks, 
He Tells Auditor for Judges 


Inquiry. 


L. Ray Schuessler of the firm of 
Schuessler, Keller & Co., account- 
ants engaged in an audit of books 
of St. Louis County officials, re- 
ported to the County Court today 
that Sheriff Philip G. Deuser had 
said: he had destroyed practically 
all canceled checks and invoices 
pertaining to expenses of feeding 
prisoners in the St. Louis County 


Jail. 

The Sheriff recently consented to 
examination of records relating to 
feeding of prisoners, after first re- 
fusing ‘access on the ground he 
was not required by law to submit 
, books on that activity.. He is al- 
‘lowed 75 cents a day for feeding 
| each prisoner. 
| Schuessler told the Court Deuser 
(had written to firms from which 
he bought food for the jail, to ob- 
tain information on _ purchases. 
However, the Court decided not to 
accept these records and instructed 
Schuessler to close the audit of the 
Sheriff's books as soon as possible. 

The court also instructed the ac- 
countant to submit information on 
the cost of feeding prisoners in 
other jails, for the court’s guidance 
in fixing on appropriation for next 
year. The Sheriff recently protest- 
ed against a reduction in his re- 
quest for this purpose from $20,- 
500 to $8500, as recommended by 
County Auditor Edwin O. Harper. 

Harper based his recommenda- 
tion on an allowance of 30 cents 
a day for each prisoner, while the 
Sheriff asked for 75 cents, the 
maximum allowed by. law. The 
court has had the matter under 4ad- 
visement. 

Harper, in a report to the Court 
today, said he had arrived at new 
results in computing next year’s 
budget, whereby he thought it could 
be balanced. Last week it appeared 
the county would fall about $192,000 
short of having enough revenue to 
pay 1936 expenses. 

The auditor said he had added 
$91,900 to the $1,123,470 he previous- 
ly figured as the anticipated rev- 
enue for the year, making a total 
of $1,215,370. He recommended a 


net decrease of $114,680 in budget 
items for next year’s expenses, 
bringing total estimated expenses 
to $1,200,712. 


mainder of the revenue increase. 

Most of the $114,680 decrease in 
expenses would be in aNowances to 
the County Hospital and the Elec- 
tion Board, Harper said. He rec- 
ommended the hospital’s allowance 
be cut from $249,350 to $200,000, the 
reduction to be made possible by re- 
ducing the number of employes, 
now 175. 

He urged an additional decrease 
of $42,870 in the Election Board 
item, which previously was re- 
duced from $213,390 to $192,870. The 
new recommendation, if adopted, 
would reduce the a F to $150,- 
000. Harper said he arrived at the 
figure by studying expenses of the 
office in 1932, the last general elec- 
tion year. If necessary, he said, 
the board could countermand its 
order increasing the number of vot- 
ing precincts from 175 to 225. 

A strikeoff of a $20,000 antici- 
pated allotment to the St. Louis 
County Relief Committee was also 
recommended. This sum was ap- 
propriated for 1934 and 1935, but 
has not been paid this year. The 
auditor said that, in view of the 
county’s financial position, the item 
should be eliminated. In case of 
extreme emergency, the money 
could be paid from the county's 
emergency fund, he said. 

Another strikeoff of $7500 from 
the regularly voted allowance to 
the County Farm Bureau was jus- 
tfied also because it was not a 
“fixed charge,” but merely a volun- 
tary contribution by the county 
when funds permit, Harper said. 

Other reductions would include 
$7200 from the item for mainten- 
ance of aged and infirm, who now 
cost the county $45 a month, each. 
Harper said this expense generally 
was only $30 in other counties. The 
net decrease was computed after 
including another expense not pre- 
viously considered—$11,965 for the 
Special audit of county offices now 
under way, Harper said.

HANAVA, Dec. 16.—Nicolas Cas- 
tino, millionaire, was rescued today 


from kidnapers after being held for 
a week. He informed Secretary of 
the Interior Maximiliano Smith that 
he was unharmc.d and no ransom 
had been paid. 

It was understood $500,000 had 
been demanded for the release of 
Castano, whom soldiers found with 
his chauffeur in a house near the 
town of San Antonio de las Vegas, 
on the outskirts of Havana. 

Army headquarters announced 
the capture of Rafael Ponce, who, 
Maj.

LABOR BOARD FINDING

Detroit Company Ordered to 
Stop Hiring Detectives to 
Spy on Auto Union. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The 
National Labor Relations Board 
today ordered the Fruehauf Trailer 
Co. of Detroit to cease employing 
private detectives for the purpose 
of reporting on union activity 
among its workers. 

In its first decision affecting the 
automobile industry, the board also 
directed the company to reinstate 
seven employes with back péy. 
These workers, the board said, were 
discharged for union activity. 

The company also was directed to 
stop “interfering” with the organ-

The board presented a detailed 
picture of the company’s business, 
saying it was the largest trailer 
company in the country, and that 
its products moved in_ interstate

D. W. STEVICK, ILLINOIS EDITOR, 
DIES ON AUTO TRIP IN GEORGIA 


In Newspaper Work at Blooming- 
ton for 18 Years Before Going 
to Urbana in 1915.

URBANA, Hl, Dec. 16.—David 
W. Stevick, 48 years old, president 
and editor of the Champaign-Ur~ 
bana News-Gazette, died yester- 
day, near Thomasville, Ga., while 
on his way home from Orlando, Fla.

ECONOMY LEAGUE'S IDEA 
OF ‘FAIR’ BONUS, IF PAID 


Group Repeats, However, That It 
Will Oppose Action by 
Next Congress. 

By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Dec. 16.—The Nation- 
al Economy League, long an oppo- 
nent of immediate payment of the 
soldiers’ bonus, has offered a so-. 
lution of that problem, but has re- 
peated its intention to seek support 
of a movement to call on all mem- 
bers of Congress to oppose any 
payment at the coming session. 

The plan, presented in the month- 
ly bulletin under the signature of 
Carl P. Dennett, chairman, called 
for payment of the bonus plus 4 
per cent compound interest to date 
of payment, plus 13% per cent “for: 
waiting 11 years instead of 25 per 
cent for waiting 20 years.” 

“If the matter is to be divorced 
from politics and settled on a fair 
and honorable basis,’ Dennett’s ar- 
ticle said, “the veterans should be 
paid the whole amount.” 

This plan, Dennett said, was sim- 
ilar to plans used by insurance 
companies and the Department of 
Internal Revenue in figuring pres- 
ent cash value of any sum due in 
1945, the due date of the adjusted 
service certificates.

TRIAL OF $44,000 SUIT 
AGAINST FRANK ESTATE 


Mrs. Esther Ann Hansel Says 
She Gave Capitalist $34,000 
to Invest for Her. 


Trial of the suit of Mrs. Esther 
Ann Hansel, 20 Lewis place, against 
the estate of Nathan Frank, mil- 
lionaire bachelor and former Con- 
gressman, on a claim of $44,000, 
was begun today before a jury in 
Circuit Judge O'Neill Ryan’s court. 

The jury was selected this morn- 
ing, after which George B. Logan, 
attorney for Mrs. Hansel, who is the 
wife of Dr. French K. Hansel, made 
an opening statement. Questions of 
William R. Gentry and Jacob M. 
Lashly, counsel for the estate, in 
examining prospective jurors indi- 
cated that the defense would deny 
that the estate owned Mrs. Hansel 
money or that Frank, who died in 
April, 1931, ever pai her interest 
on investments. They implied 
whatever Frank had paid Mrs. 
Hansel constituted gifts. 

The claim was for a $34,000 check 
and $5000 cash, alleged to have 
been given Frank to invest for the 
plaintiff, and for $5000, alleged to 
be due her as commission in the 
trade of the old Magazine Building 
University City, for the old City 
Hall there. 

Logan told the jury that Mrs. 
Hansel formerly was the wife of 
Claude Lyle, whom she married in 
Meridian, Miss., in 1912, when she 
was 15 years old. He related that 
the Lyles leased an oil man’s home 
at Tulsa, Ok., in 1919, and 
Mrs. Lyle invested diamonds  ap- 
praised at $8000 in an interest in 
oil property through this man. 

In 1921, the lawyer continued, the 
Lyles separated and in 1923 Mrs. 
Lyle became acquainted with Frank 
through a former Governor of Mis- 
sissippi. She and Frank; the law- 
yer said, became good friends and 
Frank took her out and entertained 
her at his home. 

A check for $34000 for her in- 
terest in the oil property was re- 
ceived by Mrs. Lyle in 1924, said 
Logan, and Frank was to invest 
$30,000 of this in a mortgage for 
her and $4000 in mortgage bonds. 
Frank put these holdings in his safe 
and gave Mrs. Lyle a receipt, the 
attorney asserted. He added that 
the $5000 cash was given Mrs. Lyle 
for services for a client of Frank 
who had had some sort of difficul- 
ty with a woman, and that -Frank 
invested this in municipal bonds, 
which he promised to hold ag a 
“nest egg” for Mrs. Lyle. 

Becoming acquainted with Dr. 
Hansel in 1926, Mrs. Lyle was mar- 
ried to him the following year in 
Frank’s absence, at Frank’s home, 
where she had been recovering 
from an appendicitis operation. Lo- 
gan went on. The plaintiff's coun- 
sel asserted that Frank at various 
times had proposed marriage to 
Mrs. Hansel and had offered to 
adopt her but she refused. After 
she was married to the physician 
she wanted Frank to turn her in- 
vestments over to her husband but 
he professed doubt as to Dr. Han- 
sel’'s business ability and kept the 
holdings, Logan said. 

Once when Mrs. Hansel called to 
claim the documents, carrying 
Frank's receipts for them and’ say- 
ing she had rented a safe deposit 
box, Frank advised her to get her 
money back on the box and took the 
receipts, putting them in his safe 
and saying he would take care of 
them, the lawyer declared. He re- 
lated also that Frank had indorsed 
a note for $2000 at a bank to meet 
needs of the Hansels,

Bureau of Plant Industry Reports 
on Experiments That Were 
Begun 20 Years Ago.

Bureau of Plant Industry reported 
yesterday that only six of the 18) 
varieties of trees planted by the bu- 
reau about 20 years ago as experi- | 
ments for “little shelter’ belts” 
have maintained satisfactory 
growths to date. 

Long before the administration 
announced plans for a shelter belt 
of trees crossing the nation from 
Canada to Mexico, the Bureau said 
in an annual report, the Agricul- 
ture Department was _§ studying 
shelter belts for farms and indi- 
vidual buildings. The trees were | 
planted in 1915, 1916 and 1917. 

The six trees which have main- | 
tained satisfactory growths as shel- 
ter from winds and drifting snow,

INJUNCTION SUIT AGAINST 
FEDERAL HOUSING PROJECT 


Property Owners at Camden, N. J., 
Attack Validity of Powers Giv- 
en to Secretary Ickes. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—A suit 
to enjoin Public Works Administra- 
tor Ickes from constructing a low- 
cost housing project at Camden, N. 
J., was filed in the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court today by 
owners of property in the neigh- 
borhood of the site. 

Among the plaintiffs were’ the 
Market Building & Loan Associa- 
ion and the Northern Building & 

an Association of Camden. Others 
were Mathew and Stephanie Mai- 
chin, Thomas Gordon Coulter of 
Audubon, N. J., and the Harr-Wal 
Co. 
They charged that the construc- 
tion and letting at low rentals of 
the proposed “Westfield Acres” 
project ultimately would destroy 
the value of their own investments. 
They contended the Government 
apartments would attract tenants 
who now occupy or might occupy 
their properties. 

The suit challenges constitution- 
ality of the executive orders under 
which Ickes is constructing low-

Ted Lyons, vet- 
eran Chicago pitcher, made two 
two-base hits in one inning July 28 
to tie another record, while on July 
10 Detroit made 10 doubles in a 
game to tie a team mark. 

The best batting streak during 
the season was turned in by Ervin 
Fox of Detroit, who hit safely in 29 
consecutive games. Although not 
records, Solters hit three consecu- 
tive home runs against Detroit July 
7. frank Higgins of Philadelphia 
hit three homers on June 27, and 
Joyner of Detroit drew five bases 
on balls on May 18.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


MENACE OF THE TOWNSEND PLAN. 

Dr. Townsend’s old-age revolving-pension plan has 
been hooted, denounced, exposed time and again as 
economically absurd. Nevertheless, its supporters are 
making an intensive and effective campaign that is 
developing a political pressure machine of sizable 
proportions. Its power, present and potential, is 
causing apprehension even among observers not giv- 
en to leaping at alarmist conclusions. 

In a normal period, the fantastic scheme would 
receive scant attention. However, the uncertainties 
and deprivations of the times are being capitalized 
successfully by the shrewd promoters who are behind 
the propaganda drive. When a solution for their 
troubles is so ardently sought by millions, the Town- 
send forces offer a glittering panacea, with a certain 
surface plausibility that has an appeal to the eco- 
nomically uninformed. 

The trend of events is grist for the promoters’ 
mill. A Washington correspondent reported only a 
few days ago that the delay in putting into effect 
the Federal-state machinery of the Social Security 
Act passed by the last Congréss “is gaining recruits 
for the Townsend clubs at a great rate.” Political 
panaceas are always with us, but the Townsendites 
just now have little competition. Share-the-wealth 
went into eclipse with the death of Huey Long. 
Technocracy is ancient history. EPIC is in the dol- 
drums. So the field is clear for the 69-year-old Cali- 
fornia doctor and his aids to gather in all the be- 
lievers in political and economic miracles. It is a 
profitable business as well, for large receipts roll in 
from club dues, newspaper subscriptions, donations, | 
etc., and the leaders’ remunerations reach impressive 
figures. 

Their political strategy is of the shrewdest. They 
bring pressure on individual candidates of both par- 
ties in each district, after the tactics proved 80

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OPIUM AND LABOR IN THE ORIENT. 

The International Labor Office at Geneva has just 
issued a comprehensive survey on opium-smoking 
among workers in the Orient. The vice, it is re- 
ported, is widespread, particularly among Chinese 
coolies. Of its effects on addicts, one investigator 
says: “A man becomes lazy, listless, sleepy,. dirty, 
emaciated. He has no pride or hope left, does not 
work to support his family, but whenever he earns 
anything spends it immediately on opium.” Some 
workers spend from 50 to 80 per cent of their wages 
on opium, Labor conditions have a bearing on the 
habit, for one observer says: “The harder and more 
killing the labor and the more beastly the conditions 
in which the laborer lives, the greater the tempta- 
tion.” 

The last extract quoted is directly in line with 
the ILO’s conclusions on the subject, in part as 
follows: 

There can be little doubt that the opium prob- 
lem would lose much of its intensity if the condi- 
tions of work and life of the workers affected 
were improved by such measures as the adjust- 
ment of hours of work to the normal physical

We need all the charms of nature that the Old 
World can give us. We have many flowers, trees, 
birds and animals that have been brought here from 
Eastern lands, even from China and Japan. Some 
birds, such as the starling and the English sparrow, 
are not very welcome, But the skylark—who would 
not welcome it? To see it soar up almost out of 
sight, singing, singing, in Forest Park, in the Ozarks 
and all-over the Great West, surely that would be 
something that would make us understand why Shel- 
ley sang his immortal ode. : 
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SOMETHING TO GET READY FOR. 

Nothing, apparently, is secure from change in 
these fast-moving times. Even Greenwich Observa- 
tory, master clock to the timepieces of the world 
and frequently called the “exact middle of the globe,” 
is reported to be on the verge of moving from its 
historic location to a more protected place in West- 
ern England. Electric trains which speed past the 
ancient building are affecting magnetic points and 
throwing off the calculations of the astronomers. 

King Charles II had the Royal Observatory built 
in 1675 so that John Flamsteed, leading British as- 
tronomer of the day, could “apply himself with. the 
utmost care and diligence to the recording of the 
tables and the heavens and the places of the fixed 
Stars.” Seventeenth-century navigators were sorely 
confused as to matters of geographic and stellar lo- 
cation, and it was to bring order to their upset 
world that “Greenwich Mean Time” and uniform 
latitude and longitude were developed by royal de- 
cree. 

King Charles and his astronomer knew what their 
seamen and business men needed in the way of a 
standard time and location system, but they could 
not peer far enough into the future to see that Lon- 
don would reach out to the little village on the 
Thames with a transportation system which would 
interfere with the work of the laboratory. So don’t 
be alarmed if word comes some day that the middle 
of the world has packed up and moved 100 miles or

tion of Labor, has focused attention on the 
conflict within the federation between ad- 
vocates of industrial unionism and those fa- 
voring craft unionism. 

Mr. Lewis’ resignation as one of the fed- 
eration’s vice-presidents and the warning 
by President William Green, stating that 
the activities of the miners’ chief may bring 
“grave consequences,’ mark another step 
in the internal struggle which went on for 
several days at the recent federation con- 
vention in Atlantic City. The division in 
organized labor’s ranks is expected to have 
important repercussions on plans for or- 
ganizing the mass-production industries— 
steel, rubber and automobiles particularly. 

The factional strife centers about a dif- 
ference in policy and viewpoint between 
the two groups as to the best form of labor 
organization that can be perfected to deal 
with modern industry, specially among 
workers in mass-production plants. 

Trade unions are divided largely into two 
groups, those organized by crafts and those 
organized by industries. The sheet metal 
workers, for example, are in a craft or- 
ganization. Wherever sheet metal work is 
to be done this union claims jurisdiction. 
Its members work side by side with those 
of other craft unions. This form of organ- 
ization is sometimes called “horizontal” 
unionism. 

In the coal miners’ union, on the other 
hand, are men who labor at various other 
crafts, although the major number of men 
in this union are coal hewers. The miners’ 
union includes sheet metal workers, ma- 
chinists, carpenters, electricians and crafts- 
men from other trades. In each colliery 
these men, with the miners, form one local 
union. Such a compact organization is an 
industrial union, sometimes referred to as 
a “vertical” union because it parallels the 
organization of the coal industry itself. 


* * * 


Between these two sharply divided forms 
are other unions wigich show a variety of 
gradations and which have the elements of 
both craft and industrial unions. The men’s 
and women’s clothing workers, for example, 
are composed of skilled cutters, less skilled 
operators, semi-skilled pressers. These crafts 
are federated through joint boards in the 


._ various cities, but each one exists as an 


autonomous body. 

The miners’ union is the outstanding ex- 
ample of an industrial organization in the 
A. F. of L. Its jurisdiction, as acknowledged 
by the federation, covers all workmen “in 
and about” the coal mines. 

This form of organization was a natural 
development of the industry -itself, for coal 
miners are scattered over the country, large- 
ly in small towns and coal “patches.” When 
the question of organization arose, it seemed 
natural to include in the union ranks those 
skilled craftsmen already in the mine. Since 
a colliery of several hundred men might 
employ perhaps two or three machinists 
and a similar number of carpenters, it was 
felt that the coal miners’ union should in- 
clude all the workers except those in the 


of the United | 
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pletely acknowledged the right of the min- 
ers to include members of their craft in 
the coal miners’ union, contending that char- 
ter rights from the federation permit ma- 
chinists to organize members of their own 
craft into local unions wherever they may 
be found at work. 

The struggle between craft and industrial 
unions did not become severe until the fed- 
eration sought to form unions in the mass 
production industries in recent years, al- 
though early portents of the problem were 
disclosed during the 1919 steel strike. 


When the A. F. of L., following the adop- 
tion of Section 7A of the NIRA, began a 
drive for unionism in the automobile and 
rubber industries two and a half years ago, 
charters were granted to unions in the vari- 
ous plants. These plant organizations, re- 
porting directly to the federation, are the 
so-called “federal” labor unions. In effect, 
each is a small industrial union which 
includes all crafts. 

The craft unions, once the “federal” unions 
were organized, asked that members of their 
trades be “turned over” to them because of 
charter rights accorded the craft organiza- 
tions. In many cases, these requests were 
refused by the “federal” unions. The “fed- 
eral’ unions maintained that the skilled 
craftsmen formed the nucleus of their or- 
ganizations, furnishing leadership and ex- 
perience. “Deprive us of these skilled men, 
few in number, and you take away our best 
men, leaving only the inexperienced, un- 
skilled, mass-production workers who know 
nothing of unionism,’ was their reply, in 
effect. 

At the same time, the “federal” unions 
asked for permission to organize on a na- 
tional basis. 

Leading the fight for the industrial unions 
at federation conventions was Mr. Lewis. 
At the San Francisco convention last year, 
he succeeded in having adopted formally 
the policy of chartering industrial unions in 
the mass-production industries. Specifical- 
ly, the A. F, of L. executive council was 
directed to grant such charters in the auto- 
mobile, cement and aluminun industries, 


* * * 


In the course of the year, national union 
charters were granted to the automobile and 
rubber workers. However, the officers of 
these unions maintained that the charters 
presented by the federation were not “100 
per cent industrial’ in character; it was 
declared that the charter of the auto work- 
ers’ union withheld from the union’s juris- 
diction the skilled craftsmen, a minority 
in numbers but highly important in the 
operation of the plants. 

That was the issue at the Atlantic City 
convention in October. The industrial union 


. adherents sought to enla.ge the scope of 


the charters granted the auto and rubber 
workers to include not only mass produc- 
tion workers (mainly semi-skilled and un- 
skilled) but also the skilled craftsmen. Craft 
unionists fought back, arguing that the 
charter rights granted the auto and rubber 


This spectacle in the national capital 
should be closely watched and well remem- 
bered. For the fear of every rational person 
must be that it is not an isolated cracked 
teapot tempest, but an accurate representa- 
tion in miniature of what must be expected 
soon on a wider scale. 

“Teachers’ oath” bills are now laws in 22 
states, and 20 more Legislatures will be 
called on to act upon such bills in the near 
future. 
teachers’ oath movement leads—to heresy 
hunts, to a tearing up of textbooks, @ 
kulturkampf, a shackling of thought among 
teachers and students, a suppression of 
classroom freedom, a destruction of the very 
sources of information. That teachers them- 
selves are becoming aware of the danger is, 
fortunately, increasingly plain. 

Not long ago, a meeting of some thousands 
of Massachusetts teachers gave clear evF 
dence of their massed contempt for such 
dangerous and humiliating legislation. More 
recently, the Progressive Education Associa- 
tion, meeting in New York, was warned by 

Prof. Childs of Columbia against the real 
motives lurking behind this drive for “loy- 
alty.” The National Council for Social Studies 
heard the president of Union College and 
of the New York State Historical Association 
denounce the “lynching parties” that use 
“oaths and threats to terrify teachers” and 
to “smother ideas.” It is time for an awake 
ening, if, indeed, it is not already too late 

The single cheering aspect of the whole 
depressing and menacing business is that the 
teachers themselves appear to understand 
the danger they face, and are beginning to 
speak out forthrightly, as they ought to do, 
to warn as many as they can. 
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unions permitted them to organize at least 
90 per cent of the workers in those indus 
tries and that they were not entitled to im 
clude the crafts within their scope. 

The industrial unionists lost at Atlantic 
City; they mustered 8000 votes as against 
11,000 by their opponents. Voting is at the 
rate of one vote for every 100 members in 
national unions, so that unions with 800,000 
members went on record as favoring it 
dustrial unionism and those with 1,1000,0 
opposed it. A popular referendum, however, 
would have shown a- larger number adhe 
ing to the industrial union side, for the 
“federal” unions, which voted quite solidly 
for industrial unions, were limited to only 
one vote each at the convention, no matter 
how large their membership. 

Within a month after the conclusion of 
the convention, the chiefs of the unions 
which fought for the industrial form of of 
ganization met in Washington. They 
formed a Committee on Industrial Organize 
tion to work for unionization of. the mass 
production industries by industry rather 
than by craft. It was this development that 
led Mr. Green to warn Mr. Lewis. 

The warning, according to Mr. Lewis, 
will not change the plans of his comm 
tee. The issue will continue to develop i 
the coming months, and another major ba 
tle in the struggle will be fought at the 0 


convention of the federation.

Institute Estimates Output 
54.6 Per Cent Against 
55.7 Week Ago.

NEW YOn™, Dec. 16. — Steel 
production during the current week 
was estimated by the American Iron 
& Steel Institute at 54.6 per cent 
of capacity, compared to 55.7 per 
cent in the preceding week. A 
month ago production was 53.7 per 
cent and a year ago it was at the 
rate of 34.6 per ccnt. 

The decline or 1.1 point in the 
estimated operating rate follows 
a recession of .7 of a point in the 
Pprevious week. 

Prior to this period the output 
trend had shown a slow but vir- 
tually uninterrupted rise since the 
first week in October.

“Tron 
steel demand is proving unusually resistant 
to year-end influences,’’ says ‘‘Steel.”’

nounced several changes in the di- 
rectorate of the school, including 
the ousting of Col. Pedro Amaro, 
a brother of the former director. 

Several other military shifts were 
predicted and action was expected 
against several State governors 
known as Callistas. The Chamber 
of Deputies, following the example 
of the Senate which expelled five 
of its members on charges of con- 
spiring with Calles,; made known 
that 10 or more deputies would be 
removed from office. 


Arms Seized in Sinaloa. 


Private reports from Sinaloa, 
where Calles formerly resided, said

military authorities seized a large 
quantity of arms as they were be- 
ing unloaded at Altata, and that 
workers had asked Cardenas to 
remove Gov. Manuel Paez on the 
ground that he is “an enemy of the 
actual Government and a sympa- 
thizer of Gen. Calles.” 

Elsewhere the country was quiet, 
with the exception of isolated 
demonstrations against Calles. 

A rebellious movement which has 
been carried on in the Jalisco 
mountains for many months has 
been crushed, military headquar- 
ters reported, and there have been 
no recurrences of sporadic rebel ac- 
tivities which occasionally’ dis- 
turbed other states. 

No Explanation of Unrest. 

Except for the charges made in 
the Senate, where no details were 
given, that Calles was involved in a 
seditious conspiracy, there were no 


developments to explain the unrest, 
following Calles’ return. 

A statement from labor groups 
which once recognized Calles as 
their friend, however, now called 
him “chief of the reaction.” This 
opposition to Calles grew out of 
his dispute last June with Carde- 
nas, who is strongly pro-labor, over 
the Government’s economic  poli- 
cies, which the ex-president termed 
a “marathon of radicalism.”

There was 
a sad-eyed English setter shivering 
in a pneumonia jacket; an English 
bull irritable with athlete’s foot, a 
Chesapeake’ retriever miserable 
with appendicitis and a wire haired 
terrier suffering with bronchitis. 
The doctor ,explained that dogs 
have many ailments in common 
with humans and that modern dog 
hospitals are equipped to treat ca- 
nine patients as scientifically as hu- 
man béings are treated. 

He said that often times when a 
dog is very sick in the hospital, its 
owner will call every hour, and that, 
contrary to general belief, it is 
usually the husband who does most 
of the ‘phoning.

The doctor said, too, that men 
usually act worse than women do 
when a dog has to be operated on. 
He has seen strong men faint and 


have to be carried out of the oper-

“It is best for the owner to stay 
in the waiting room,’ the doctor 
advised, “because the dog is easier 
to handle if the owner isn’t fuss- 
ing around him. In fact, treating 
the dog is a simple matter com- 
pared to dealing with the owner.” 

In the hospital, dogs are treated 
with every consideration. If 4 
puppy is dissatisfied and gets home- 
sick, his case is nursed at home; 
if he acts up and barks so that the 
other patients are disturbed, he is 
also sent home. 

Every dog in the hospital—and 
there are usually between 50 and 
75 patients—has his pulse and tem- 
perature taken each morning. There 
is a chart for each patient and a 
history of the case is kept in the 
hospital's files. 

There is an X-ray room and la- 


splints are applied. 


boratory where blood counts, blood 
tests and other laboratory work is 
done. The operating room is equip- 
ped with flood lights and every- 
thing in it is antiseptically clean. 


“People may think that only 
pedigreed dogs ever find themselves 
on that table,” said the doctor, as 
he pointed out various pieces of 
equipment in the operating room, 
“but let me tell you that there’s 
been many a cur right there for 
anything from a fractured leg to a 
case of tonsilitis.
